CHAPTER XIV 


Strings Of Beads 


Our subject today is the proto- 
plasmic cell with its miraculous 
chromosomes and genes — the 
heads on the string, of which I 
have already given you some de- 
tails. 


In the last few years, the ul- 
tramicrosecope and X-rays~ have 
given. us a much better insight in- 
to what these genes are and how 
they perform their intricate opera- 
tions. The evidence indicates that 
they are single complex protein 
molecules; that they reproduce by 
“srowing” a new gene inside the 
old one, rather than by -splitting 
in two; that in the chromosome 
they form strings held together by 
some unknown force; and that the 
order of the genes in these strings 
cletermines the characteristics of 
ihe particular cell containing 
them. In size they range up to 6 
and 7 millionths of a centimeter 
in diameter. 

In shigher orders of life, there 
are thousands of these genes pres- 
ent in each cell, strung. out like 
beads. Changes, called mutations, 
occur when these strings “cross 
over’ and interchange some of 
their genes. From these changes 
result white races or black, gen- 
juses or dolts, men or women. If 
mutations occurred at random, we 
might expect extreme changes in 
an organism from generation § to 


- generation, instead of the general 


similarities which carry through, 


_.butumice give birth to,mice, and 
* human beings reproduce human 


beings because of this inhérent na- 
ture of their respective chromo- 
somes. They work according to an 
absolutely inviolable law. Where 
and how did this law originate un- 
less from a Supreme Law-giver? 

When chromosomes get together 
and trade genes, they deal only 
with those chromosomes which are 
similar to themselves. For instance 
and as a crude illustration, let us 


* jmagine a community made up of 


French, Swedes, English, etc., each 
of whom has several commodities 
to barter, but French will ex- 
change only with French, Swedes 
with Swedes, and so on. It will 
easily be seen that the distribu- 
ifon of wealth in the community 
will be changed much less under 
ihese conditions. than if all the 
residents got together and traded 
indiscriminately. 

Similarly the chromosomes ina 
mucleus discriminate in favor of 
their own type, and thus the ex-

change of genes is not a random 
thing but is controlled to such an 
extent that like produces like. It 
is not hard for a Bible believer to 
understand this for ten times over 
in the first chapter of Genesis we 
read the words, “after its kind.” 
How did Moses know so much 
about the mysterious laws of gene- 
tics in that far-off day unless di- 
vinely inspired? 

When a cell splits, the chromo- 
somes also split along their length, 
and each cell then receives its full 
complement of. these priceless 
genes, presence of which is essen- 
tial to continuity of life, of organi- 
zation, of species. But if each cell 
has its full allotment of genes, 
one would think that the number 
must double each generation, when 
the two-sex cells combine into one. 
In a remarkable way, this is pre- 
vented. When cells which are to 
beeome sex-cells split away from 
their parent-cells, they are auto- 
matically endowed with only half 
the usual number of chromosomes. 
It is as if some omnipotent Power 
says to a forming sex-cell: ‘“‘Wait. 
When you grow up, you will be a 
sex-cell. Take only half as many 
chromosomes. You are going to 
find a mate with an equal number 
and everything will be right.” 

Is it possible for any one fam- 
iliar with these wonders not to 
believe in a: personal, designing, 
omnipotent and omniscient God? 
So we see that life is far more 
than a mere mechanical process. 
The body of an organism is much 
more than a machine. This is just 
as true olf a plant as of an ani- 
mal, Dr. D. H. Scott, eminent Brit- 
ish botanist, wrote in LEHztinect 
Plants and Problems of Evolution, 
p. 225: 

“The leaves are a mechanism; 
the stem is a mechanism; and so 
is the plant as a whole. But the 
general design and the scheme of 
the machine. were laid down once 
for all years ago and have never 
been departed from.” 

Who, it is pertinent to ask, laid 
down the plan? The answer again 
is God. This unchanging’ purpose 
runs through the entire system of 
plant life. 

No ‘one knows what this life 
principle is. It cannot be examined, 
and science is completely in the 
dark as to its nature. We see how 
it works, but its real character 
eludes all efforts to discover it. 
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As: Dr. Alfred Russel Wallace 


wrote, thirty years ago in Thej}. 


World of Life, p. 3, so is the mys- 
tery today: 

“So marvelous and so varied are 
the phenomena presented by liv- 
ing things, so completely do their 
powers transcend those of all other 
forms of matter subjected to me- 
chanical, physical or chemical 
laws, that biologists have vainly 


E | endeavored to find out what is at 


the bottom of their strange mani- 
festations, and to give precise def- 
initions, in terms of physical sci- 
ence, of what ‘life’ really is.” 

Horatio Hackett Newman, geol- 
ogist, wrote in The Nature and 
Origin of the World and of Man, 
B. Da: 

“In all frankness it must be ad- 
mitted that the problem of the 
origin of life has not been solved.” 


General Smuts, as quoted by 
Graebner in God and the Cosmos, 
p. 129, said: 

“Recent astronomical theory has 
come to strengthen this view of 
life as an exceptional feature of 
the main track of the universe. 
For the origin of our planetary 
system is attributed to an unusual 
accident, and planets such as ours 
with a favorable chance for life 
are taken to be rare in the uni- 
verse. Perhaps we may even Say 
at the present epoch there is no 
other globe where life is at the 
level manifested on earth.” 


He could more properly have 
said that life is unknown at all 
anywhere except on this a 


James S. Haldane, distinguished 
physiologist, affirmed that: 

“The mechanistic speculations of 
the last century no longer afford 
any prospect of understanding 
life.’: 

Professor Conn agrees in. the 
following words: 

“There is not the slightest evi- 
dence that living matter could 
arise from non-living matter. 
Spontaneous generation is univers- 
ally given up.” 

And yet men will persist in the 
unscientific assertion that life 
care from dead matter sometime, 
somehow in the long ago. 

It is a common diversion among 
those who hold the Bible in small 
esteem, to express themselves in 
opposition to its statements about 
the origin of man, his sin and fall, 
the judgment of death pronounced 
by God, and the great plan for 
man’s salvation, which occupies 
such a large portion of the Book's 
teaching. But these same skeptics 
are hard put to it to find any 
scientific errors*in this Book. The 
Word of God is never guilty of 
agreeing with the primitive sci- 
ence common to those who wrote 
contemporaneously with the Bible.

He could discover a way 
whereby the entire race of man- 
kind, doomed to death, could yet 
go free, and at the same time, 
satisfy God's justice. The whole 
concept, humanly speaking, is in- 


credible and impossible. But we] 


have a God of the impossible. 
No wonder David breaks into

do many things with slides and 
filmstrips which you. cannot do 
with sound motion pictures. 

For one thing, there is absolute- 
ly no comparison in the price’ of 


the equipment. A good sound mo 


tion picture projector will cost. in 
the neighborhood of $500.00. A 
good combination slide and film- 
strip. projector for the average 
church will cost less than $100.00. 
And they are so much lighter in 
weight and they can be set up and 
taken down with greater ease and 
are easier to move from place to 
place. Further more there are less 
working parts to get out of order, 
and so they can be kept in work- 
ing order easier and cheaper. 

The stationary picture has some 
advantages over the motion pic- 
ture, too. The sound motion film 
has a recorded message and the 
message is the same every time 
the film is used. But the speaker 
can bring his own message while 
showing: slides and filmstrips and 
make the message fit any age 
group and can vary the message 
to fit the situation. I always carry 
a good slide projector with me in 
my revival campaigns and use it 
again and again with marvelous 
results. 

There are a number of companies 
that produce slides and filmstrips 
that are not only Scriptural but 
sensible and useable. One of these 
is’ the Fred Visser Company. I 
have seen many slides produced by

Vanderbilt University at Nash- 
ville, Tennessee, was built by old- 
fashioned, Bible-believing Metho- 
dists. It is still a principal Meth- 
odist school, depended on for 
training Methodist leadership and 
ministers, though it has forsaken 
Bible Christianity and the historic 
Christian position on the funda- 
mentals of the faith. Dr. Nels F. 
S. Ferre’ is professor of Philo- 
sophical Theology of the Vander- 
bilt University School of Religion. 
This is the same notorious. unbe- 
liever who wrote that Jesus may 
have been the child of a _ blond 
German’ soldier in the Roman 
army, conceived in harlotry while 
Mary hung about the army camp! 
(The Christian Understanding of 
God, page 191). His infidelity is 
not new. He has already, repeat- 
edly in print denied every funda- 
mental of the Christian faith, in- 
cluding the authoritative inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures, the deity of 
Christ, His virgin birth, and the 
blood atonement and substitution- 
ary death of Christ. 

However, a new book by Dr. 
Ferre accents his blasphemy and 
makes it necessary that it shall be 
exposed. The new book is The Sun 
and the Umbrella, published re- 
cently by Harper. 


1. Why Ferre’s Book Is 
Specially Sinister 

Since Dr. Ferre is one of the 
most honored of Methodist lead- 
ers; since the book on its jacket is 
endorsed by Methodist bishop 
Gerald Kennedy, and by Dr. How- 
ard Thurman, Dean of the Chapel 
Boston University (Methodist 
school); and since Dr. Ferre is 
widely heralded as speaker in 
nationwide Methodist gatherings, 
we have a right to assume that 
the book is important as repre- 
senting the official Methodist 
viewpoint.

Preachers who have an ax to 
grind, preachers whose daily bread 
is involved, teachers whose jobs 
are at stake, may be more con- 
cerned about their jobs than they 
are about the truth. 

Denominational leaders may be 
more concerned about their de- 
nominational program than they 
are about the honor and good 
name of Jesus Christ. They may 
be more concerned about getting 
people to give to their denomina- 
tional program than they are 
about saving young people from 
the wreckage of faith, which in- 
fidels like Ferre deliberately set 
out to bring.

brella, is called, “A parable for to- 
day.” 

The sense of the parable js this: 
Once people lived in an “old barn, 
very wide but a low ceiling, and 
no windows in it.” That was the 
House of Legality, lighted by the 
dim, smoky “Jamps of the law.” 
Then one day a prophet came (He 
is not called God’s Son or God 
Irnfearnate, but just a prophet). 
This prophet said there was a 
bright light outside, so they killed 
“this impostor.” 

But some, representing New 
Testament apostles and Christians, 
came out of the House of Legality 
but could not stand the sun (the 
full knowledge of God), so they 
built themselves umbrellas. to 
keep off the sun. These umbrellas 
which keep away the light of God 
from people’s hearts are said to 
be, worshipping Jesus as God, be- 
lieving the Bible as the Word of 
God, etc. 

However, in the parable one 
young man went out into the sun- 
shine, discarding worship of 
Christ, discarding belief in the 
Bible as the Word of God. That 
young man is evidently the author, 
Nels Ferre. Trying to get every- 
body to leave off worship of 
Jesus Christ and His authority, to 
leave off the authority of the 
Bible, leave off demand for the 
new birth, going with Buddhists, 
Hindus, Confucianists, etc; 
branches of the church of the liv+ 
ing God and to get along without 
the “umbrellas,” the fundamental 
doctrines of Christianity which, he 
says, keep people from knowing 
God in reality, and hinder the sun- 
shine of God’s love! 

I have read the book through 
carefully three times, have marked 
scores of passages, and I am not 
misrepresenting it. The purpose of 


the book is to get people to discard 


the authority and deity of Jesus 
Christ, to discard the authority of 
the Bible and the doctrinal posi- 
tion of historic Christianity, and 
to accept a general religion that 
has nothing to do with historic 
Christianity. ‘These words are 
carefully weighed and we will 
prove them. 

How can one explain the way 
Methodist leaders generally sup- 
port Ferre, and the way many 
Southern Baptist leaders and lead- 
ers of other denominations praise 
him and help spread his books 
and his doctrines? First, the lead- 
ers mainly responsible obviously do 
not believe the Bible; only a mod- 
ernist could intelligently endorse 
this man, knowing all the facts. 
Second, some long to have an ap- 
pearance of scholarship, and so, 
not knowing much about the man’s 
doctrine or not caring, they hope 
to get a reputation for scholarship 
by approving him. Others obvious- 
ly have not thought through the 
matter, have not sought the facts. 
hecause they wanted to go along 
with their denominational leaders. 
We khow of no other’ way to ex- 
nlain it when Christians. praise an 
infidel and help him in his wicked

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work of blaspheming Christ and 
tearing down faith. 

Let us come to the heart of the 
matter. Dr. Ferre says that men 
have made themselves umbrellas 
to keep off the clear rays of the 
Sun. That is what the whole book 
is about. These umbrellas which, 
he says, keep away the light of 
God from the human heart, in- 
clude “An Umbrella Called 
Christ,’ “An Umbrella Called-the 
Bible,” and “An Umbrella Called 
the Church.” He says that to wor- 
ship Jesus Christ as God, to ask 
people to accept Him as a person- 
al Saviour, and to depend upon 
Him to save those who trust Him 
is all a hindrance that keeps 
people from God, an umbrella that 
shuts out the sunlight of God’s 
fellowship and blessing. He says 
that the Bible, too, is an umbrella 
that keeps people from God; that 
people who believe the Bible is 
inspired and authoritative are thus 
hindered from knowing God and 
having His light. He says that the 
chureh, in having : 
doctrinai standards, is also an um- 


brella that shuts out the power | 
of God. These are separate chap- 


ters in the book. 

And the first chapter is, “An 
Umbrella Called Christ.’! The 
first thing’ Dr. Ferre wants re- 
is. the 
worship of Jesus Christ, the de- 
pendence upon Him as a personal 
Saviour! That is not simply my 
interpretation of the book. That 
is exactly what Dr. Ferre himself 
plainly says in words that cannot 
well be misunderstood by an hon- 
est man. 


3. Ferre Questions Whether 
Jesus Christ Even Himself 
Did “Completely Teach 

and Live God’s Love” 


Dr. Ferre says that the doctrine 
of the “centrality of the love of 
God” is the perfect light. Dr. 
Ferre says, that he himself under- 
stands this, but he doubts whether 
Jesus did. On page 26, in the first 
chapter, he says: 

“Another problem connected 
with these central affirmations 
as stated above is the extent 
to which Jesus himself saw: this 
Gospel and carried it through 
into systematic form. Some 
thinkers even. question: whether 
he fully enacted it in his own 
life. Did he completely teach 
and live God’s love? Honesty 


at this point. 

“We have no original writings 
of Jesus but only composite re- 
ports concerning his work and 
words, recorded later by differ- 
ent writers. The writings differ 
enough, too, to indicate that it 
is impossible to distinguish, def- 
initely and accurately, between 
the original figure of Jesus and 
interpretations of him. Nor can 
we tell unerringly what is fact 
and what is fiction, what is re- 
porting and what is veneration. 
The disciples are often reported 
to have misunderstood their 
Master, and certainly the Gospel 
writers mixed their own think- 
ing and attitudes into what tity 
reported at second hand.” 

Did Jesus completely teach and 
live God’s love? Dr. Ferre is so 
honest that he humbly says that 
he does not know! But he says he 
knows that the New Testament 
is mixed up, that it does not te!l

that the writers of the New Testa- 
ment, in claiming that Jesus was 
sinless, “thereby robbed him of his 
humanity”? What would = you 
think if you should hear a man 
who claims to be a preacher of 
the Gospel saying that Jesus was 
baptized “unto the remission of 
sin”? What would you think if 
you should hear a preacher saying 
that Jesus denied that He was 
good? 

What do you think about a 
preacher preaching before a Bap- 
tist seminary, for example, who 
Ssavs that fear is sin, but that 
Jesus “cried out day and night out 
of fear’? Well, that is exactly 
what Dr. Ferre says in the follow- 
ing passages, taken from pages 27 
und 28 of the book, The Sun and 
the Umbrella. 

“What, however, has theology 
done through the centuries with 
this Gospel and with this figure? 
How was the life of Jesus 
mythologized even in the New 
Testament? First, the writers 
could not quite deny tensions, 
fear and problems in the life of 
Jesus, but it did present him as 
sinless, and thereby robbed him 
of his humanity. All men have 
sinned and come short of the 
glory of God. Our solidarity 
as men in our present existence 
is, for one part, based on our 
community in sin. Our deepest 
problem as men is not finite- 
ness, but sin; not law, but sin; 
not death, but sin. The Christian 
faith believes not that God is 
too holy to behold sin but that 
He comes to seek and to save 
the sinner. The Christian faith 
knows no absolute, either, which 
like an inverted rainbow dips 
from the eternal into finite ex- 
istence only to return again to 
perfection; God Himself, in com- 
ing to Save us, rather, for our 
sake ‘becomes sin’; He lives with 
us, among us, in us and for us. 

“Jesus himself recognized 
this: He was baptized by John 
unto the remission of sin to ful- 


‘that is natural, in His birth. He 
‘was supernaturally conceived by 


able to save him from death. 

Certainly Jesus was a fully nor- 

mal human being in all things 

like ourselves.” 

It is true that Jesus legally was 
“made sin for us,” but it is ex- 
pressly stated in the Scriptures of 
Jesus, He “did no sin” (I Pet. 2: 
22). 

It is true that when a rich 
young ruler called Jesus ‘Good 
Master,” that is, teacher or rabbi, 
Jesus answered, “Why callest thou 
me good? there is none good but 
one, that is, God” (Matt. 19:17). 
But there Jesus is expressly say- 
ing that He is not just a rabbi, 
a teacher; but that He is God 
come in the flesh, and that this 
is why He is good. The simple 
truth is that Jesus never hinted 
that He had sinned. He never 
hinted that He was less than God. 
He plainly challenges here, ‘‘Which 
of you convinceth me of. sin?” 
(John 8:46). It is certainly true 
that Jesus was a human being. 
But He was not normal in the 
sense of being like the rest of us 
about sin. He was not normal, 


a virgin. He was not normal in 
His life in that He was perfect 
and sinless as no other man who 
ever lived. Dr. Ferre’s statement 
is blasphemy! 

In the following paragraph, on 
page 28, Dr. Ferre says: 

“But see how theology which 
does not see, or refuses to see, 
the full length and depth of the 
Incarnation distorts the* picture 
and discards the entirety of the 
Incarnation! By utilizing a few 
phrases in the New Testament, 
theology could claim Jesus to be 
sinless and thus effectively re- 
move him from human nature 
when he is most needed.” 


Dr. Ferre speaks of “the In- 
carnation,” but his deceitful lang- 
uage does not mean that God be- 
came flesh, that the Creator be- 
came a man. He means only that

a rut. Strive for variety. Variety 
in preliminary service, variety in 
singing, variety in preaching, etc, 
He suggested a variety of visiting 
preachers and speakers. 

And this is of tremendous im- 
portance. Tf your people ever get 
to where they expect “the same 
old thing’ every time they go to 
church then, brother, you’re dead! 
And sound Gospel films can give 
the sparkle of variety to your ser- 
vice. Sermon films, missionary 
films, testimonial films, teaching 
films—all presenting the Gospel, 
yet all refreshingly different. This 
is your opportunity to have a great 
choir one night, a famous preacher 
another night, a soul-stirring testi- 
mony or a missionary challenge. 


Supplements and Emphasizes 
Your Message 


As an evangelist I realize that 
I hardly ever preach or teach on 
a subject that the pastor has not 
already covered again and again 
and again. And yet my message 
is needful for I bring an added 
emphasis to back up the preaching 
of the pastor. Perhaps I present 
the same truth in a little different 
way that will cause some one to 
consider seriously some matter he 
has thought little about before. 
The purpose of a film is not to 
take place of a pastor or teacher 
but rather to give added emphasis 
to great Gospel teaching and 
preaching. I use Gospel films in 
revival campaigns right along, but 
they certainly do not take the 
place of my preaching. As a mat- 
ter of fact, the Gospel film usually 
takes the place of nothing but a 
Gospel Film! We have a full song 
service, announcements and offer- 
ing.’ Nothing is rushed. Then I 
preach and I am a fairly long- 
winded preacher. (I still believe 
that sermonettes are usually by 
preacherettés or Christianettes!) 
Then, after the invitation is over, 
and it is time to dismiss the ser- 
vice, I usually announce we are go- 
ing to show a film, tell what it is, 
how long it is, and what it is about. 
I invite everyone who wishes to do 
so, to remain to see it, but make it 
clear that everyone must feel per- 
fectly free to go if he desires. As 
a rule, about 98% of the audience 
will remain! I use the film to 
supplement the message or to em- 
phasize some other phase of Gos- 
pel truth. 

Of course it is only fair to say 
that I vary this procedure. Some- 


times of course I do not show any 
film at all. And, again, I may show 
a film that is an hour long, and 
then only preach 15 or 20 minutes. 
I have no set way. of doing it, but 
I definitely know that films, when 
properly used, may be able to add 
greatly to the effectiveness of a 
regular preaching service, 


Attracts Unsaved People 


Films can often be used success- 
fully, as “bait” to bring in un- 
saved people. There are many 
people who hardly ever go to 
church to hear a Gospel sermon. 
Perhaps ~ they do not like the 
preacher. More likely they do not 
want to hear sound preaching that 
will rebuke them for their sins. 
There are young folks who feel 
that the church is only for the 
old folks. There are wicked folks 
who think the church is only for 
the good folks. There are good 
folks who think that the church 
is only for the wicked ones! But 
plenty of these who hardly ever go 
to church may be attracted by a 
Gospel: film.

First, Ferre admits that the 
sacrificial death of.

Then Dr. Ferre says, “The God 
of love needs no placating, no 
offering once for all to satisfy 
This is intended to be a 
catagorical denial of the state- 
ment of Hebrews 10:12, “But this 
man, after he had offered one 
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- Methodist Infidel 
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sacrifice for sins for ever, sat 
down on the right hand of God.” 
Ferre catagorically denies the fol- 
lowing statement from Hebrews 
10:14, “For by one offering he 
hath perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified.” 

Dr. Ferre is denying the New 
Testament teaching that “Christ 
died for our sins according to the 
scriptures” (I Cor. 15:3). He is 
denying the clear statement of I 
John 2:1,2, . And if any man 
sin, we have an advocate with the 
Father, Jesus Christ the righteous: 
And he is the propitiation for our 
sins: and not for our’s only, but 
also for the sins of the whole 
world.”’ 

Dr. Ferre admits that the sacri- 
ficial death of Christ as an offer- 
ing to pay for sin is taught in the 
New Testament. But he catagor- 
ically denies it. He denies the 
Scripture which says, ‘‘Forasmuch 
as ye know that ye were not re- 
deemed with corruptible things, as 
silver and gold, from your vain 
conversation received by tradition 
from your fathers; But with the 
precious blood of Christ, as of a 
lamb without blemish and without 
spet” (I Pet. 1:18,19). 

Dr. Ferre admits that Christian 
theology is based on the New 
Testament, but he Says: 


“By doctrines insisting on a 
bloodthirsty God—that is, that 
He required Jesus’ death before 
He could allow Himself to love 
us, so that He even sent His 
son basically to die—Christian 
theology effectively denied that 
God as God, the Father Himself, 
is naturally and eternally love. 
It built an Umbrella to keep 
the Sun from shining directly 
to a world which, however much 
it may shun the Sun, sorely 
needs it. ‘Christian’ theology be- 
came an ally with the world in 
denying the naturalness of the 
love of God.” 


Here Dr. Ferre says that the 
idea of the atoning death of Jesus 
Christ is an Umbrella that shuts 
out the sun of-God’s Jove! He says 
that writers of the New. Testa- 
ment wrote this in not under- 
standing God, and that the New 
Testament is wrong in teaching 
the atoning death of Christ who 
died for our sins. 


6. Dr. Ferre Plainly Says That 
Any Doctrire of a Second 
Coming of Christ Is False 
Desctrine, An Umbrella 
That Shuts Out 
God’s Love! 

On page 33 of the book, The Sun 
and the Umbrelia, read the fol- 
lowing: 

“The doctrine of the "Second 
Coming became, perhaps, the 
darkest of all the Umbrellas. 
It completely shut out the liv- 
ing God, embracing and recon- 
ciling all men within His eternal 
time and power. Instead, the 
doctrine of the Second Coming 
denied the concept, as Jesus 
stated it, of God’s being love, 
for all mankind would be ex- 
tinguished or tormented forever 
except the few who would es- 
cape punishment through faith 
in the merits of Jesus. It seems 
doubtful that Jesus ever taught 
such a doctrine.” 


Please note that Dr. Ferre is 
not talking about premillennial 
teaching. He simply says that the 
doctrine. that Christ 
again is perhaps the darkest of all 
the Umbrellas that keep people 
from the light of God! And he ex- 
plains what he means. He under- 
stands that the New Testament 
teaches that the personal return 
of Christ will involve judgment, 


Heaven, Hell, everlasting life for 


believers, everlasting punishment 


for unrepentant sinners. And that 


he here repudiates. 

Dr. Ferre hates the idea that 
all will be lost “except the few 
who would escape punishment 
through faith in the merits of 
Jesus.”” He repudiates the doctrine 
of a return of Christ because he 
repudiates all that the Bible has 
to say about coming judgment, 
about the punishment of sin, about 
Hell and Heaven, particularly a- 
bout salvation that comes 
“through faith in the merits of 
Jesus.” His objection to this doc- 
trine is simply the objection that 


_ Bob Ingersoll had against Chris- 
’ tianity, He did not believe that 


is coming 


be. He did not believe the New 
Testament. He did not believe that 
people were saved by faith. He did 
not believe that Jesus died for our 
sins, and that people would be 
saved “through faith in the mertis 
of Jesus.” This is the position of 
ungodly infidels everywhere. 

But the quotation above stops in 
the middle of a paragraph. Let’s 
give more of that paragraph, 
starting with the last sentence 
quoted above: 


“It seems doubtful that Jesus 
ever taught such a doctrine. If 
Jesus himself held such a view, 
there is a curious, but under- 
standable division between his 
revolutionary understanding of 
God as love and the implications 
of that love. Such a state is not 
impossible, for great seers and 
scientists seldom see all the in- 
volvements of their main dis- 
covery.” 


What does the Methodist theo- 
logian and teacher of religion here 
say? He says that the doctrine of 
escaping punishment “through 
faith in the merits of Jesus” and 
of unrepentant sinners going to 
Hell, is wrong, and, “It seems 
doubtful that Jesus ever taught 
such a doctrine.” The New Testa- 
ment teaches it, of course, and 
quotes Jesus as teaching it. Dr. 
Ferre hopes that the New Testa- 
ment writers are wrong, but he 
says, “If Jesus himself held such 
a view, there is a curious, but 
understandable division between 
his revolutionary understanding of 
God as love and the implications 
of that love. Such a state igs not 
impossible, for great seers and 
Scientists seldom see all the in- 
volvements of their main discov- 
ery.” 

Dr. Ferre says that Jesus dis- 
covered that God is love, but per- 
haps Jesus did not understand all 
that was tmvolved in that love! 
Like other scientists and seers, 
Jesus probably saw only part of 
it, and that is understandable, says 
Dr. Ferre! 

Even if Jesus taught a literal 
return to earth, taught a judg- 
ment, 
in the merits of Jesus would 
escape punishment, and those who 
held onto their sins and would not 
come to Christ, will enter into 
everlasting punishment—even if 
Jesus taught that, Dr. Ferre smiles 
it off and says that Jesus probably 
didn’t understand all the implica- 
tions of it. He, Dr. Ferre, of 
course, understands it, but Jesus 
did not! 


7. Dr. Ferre Plainly Declares 
That “to Call Jesus God 
Is Idolatry” 


It.is not surprising, after we 
learn that Ferre declares Jesus 
was sinful, that Jesus did not 
understand all the implications of 
His teaching, that Jesus was 
wrong in teaching salvation by 
the atoning blood—it is not Sur- 
prising then to hear Dr. Ferre 
deny outright that Jesus is God 
and to say that if we worship 
Jesus it is idolatry! 


On page 35 read the following: 
“Modern theology is rampant 
with idolatry. Even the World 
Council of Churches is, in fact, 
denying the Christ when it 
makes central not the Anointer 
but the anointed, not the One 
who raised Jesus from the dead 
but the one who was raised, 
not the Sender but the one sent. 
To call Jesus God is to substi- 
tute an idol for Incarnation; 
to call him Savior, in the ul- 
timate sense, is to deny that all 
salvation comes from God our 
Savior and from Him alone in 
order that God might be all in 
all, Jesus is savior only by virtue 
of the fact that God was in him 
reconciling the world to Him- 
self, a saviorhood in which we 
must all participate in order to 
be saved.” 
Read that again. It is deadly 
poison. Ferre even says that, the 
statement of faith of the World 
Council of Churches, calling Jesus 
“our divine Lord and Saviour,” is 
guilty of idolatry. 
Ferre calls God the Anointer 
(capital A), but he calls Jesus the 
anointed (small a). Go through 
the paragraph and see again that 
in every case he uses the small 
letter in words representing Jesus 
Christ, and uses capitals for words 
representing God the Father. It

Ferre says, “To call Jesus God 
is to substitute an idol for Incar- 
nation.” 


But is Jesus God? 


The Bible calls Him God. Isaiah 
9:6 says, “For unto us a child is 
born, unto us a son is given: and 
the government shall be upon his 
shoulder: and his name shall be 
called Wonderful, Counsellor, 
The mighty God’! The Child born 
is called ‘The 
mighty God.” 

Hebrews 1:8 declares, “But 
unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, 
O God, is for ever and ever: a 
sceptre of righteousness is the 
sceptre of thy kingdom.” Here God 
the Father says to Jesus, “Thy 
throne, O God, is for ever and 
ever.” Jesus is God. 


Jesus Himself plainly claimed 
to be deity. He said to the Jews, 
“Ye are from beneath; I am from 
above: ye are of this world; I am 
not of this world” (John 8:23). 
Jesus plainly said, “For I proceed- 
ed forth and came from God” 
(John 8:42). Jesus is plainly de- 
clared to be the very Creator who 
made all things and upholds all 
things (John 1:3; Col. 1:16,17). 
The Bible calls Jesus the bright- 
ness of God’s glory, and “the ex- 
press image of his person, and up- 
holding all things by the word of 
his power” (Heb. 1:3). 


Every Christian creed holds that 
Jesus is God Incarnate. To deny 
that i to deny Christianity, to 
deny the Bible, to deny Jesus 
Christ; and no infidel can do more. 


Go back to the paragraph 
quoted above, on page 35 of the 
book, The Sun and the Umbrella; 
in the last sentence Ferre says, 
“Jesus is savior only by virtue of 
the fact that God was in him re- 
conciling the world to Himself, a 
saviorhood in which we must all 
participate in order to be saved.” 
Ferre says that in order to be 
saved, the rest of us must be 
saviors in the same sense that 
Jesus was, since Jesus is not God 
and we are not God. Jesus was a 


sinful human, and we are sinful 
humans. 

On pages 36 and 37 this theme, 
that it is idolatry to worship 
Jesus, is discussed further: 


“The eternal Purpose of God 
is then to indwell and to fulfill 
man; the deepest need of man’s 
created nature is to be filled 
full of God. This alone is the 
meaning of the Incarnation 
which is not idolatry. God alone 
is to be worshipped. He is the 
Sun; He alone is the original, 
uncreate Light, invisible, eternal, 
in its fullness, ineffable.” 


Note again that Ferre says that 
man’s created nature “‘is to be fill- 
ed full of God. This alone is the 
meaning of the Incarnation which 
is not idolatry.” Jesus was a man 
“filled full of God.” We as men 
also should be “filled full of God,” 
just like Jesus. In other words, 
Jesus is not deity, Jesus is not 
God’s sinless Son come to be a 
ransom for sin. No, He is simply 


a ‘ined man, and we ought to be 
good men likewise. So says Dr. 
Ferre. He calls this “the Incarna- 
tion.” That is a perversion of the 
term. That is not what the term 
means in theology, and not what 
the Bible teaches. It is a deceitful 
misuse of the term. But, says Dr. 
Ferre, to make Jesus more than 
this is idolatry! He says that God 
alone is to be worshipped, and 
Jesus is not God, so we should not 
worship Jesus. On page 37 he says 
that Jesus was “not by any priest- 
ly offering to placate the Father 
or to persuade Him to forgive and 
take back the prodigal. . .” He 
says that Jesus is not a mediator 
between God and men, and that 
the idea of the deity of Christ is 
an Umbrella that shuts out the 
light of God’s presence and love, 

What blasphemy! 

God willing, we will have more 
next week, exposing further 
wicked folly of this Methodist in- 
fidel teacher of religion.

A Personal Incident

He must say “I,” so on 
reflection I have given my testi- 
mony as it lies in my mind, and 
it is a true testimony. One may 
say to me: “Has death never en- 
tered your home?” Yes, it has. 
“Did you confess your faults and 
pray then?” Not in a faithful man- 
ner. If I had done so I am free to 
say today that I believe I could 
have been spared the fierce trials 
that did come to me years before, 
but I do not give the testimony 
because I think I am qualified to 
give instructions to other people—- 
I give my testimony as it occurred 
and largely because of my own 
previous failures, for some of my 
brethren feel, as I did, and if God 
would help them to do thorough 
work in this manner, as on this 
particular occasion He enabled me, 
I believe they would find, as I did, 
that when we confess our sins, 
God is faithful and just to forgive 
them, and that if we confess our 
faults one to another, and pray 
one for another, héaling will come 
into our homes. I do not happen 
to have had in my personal experi- 
ence knowledge of similar instan- 
ces in the lives of others. I hope 
there are very few who need to 
make confessions before they pray 
for the sick, but evidently some do 
or else James 5:16 would never 
have been written. The Holy Spirit 
says: “Confess your faults one to 
another, and pray one for anoth- 
er. ’? 


sOf course some people need to 
do this or there would be no such 
injunction..I needed to do it. I 
needed to have done it long before 
I did. If I had done it earlier, it 
would have saved me much, but 
I am glad I learned the lesson at 
last and that God helped me on 
that particular occasion to triumph 
through His grace. If I have need 
I hope to triumph again, and if 
these words are read by someone 
who has a like need, I pray that 
God will enable him to triumph. 


Perhaps this will be as good a 
place as any for me to speak a 
little further respecting prayer for 
the sick, for I have, by God’s 
grace, been enabled to see a num- 
ber Of cases where death seemed 
close at hand and where prayer to 
God drove it away. 


Gifts of Healing 


The Bible clearly intimates that 
God bestows upon certain persons 
what are called “gifts of healing,” 
upon others “pastoral gifts,” upon 
others “teaching gifts,” etc. I was 
made teacher, though certain other 
gifts in smaller measures have 
been bestowed upon me. I never 
had nor aspired to gifts of healing, 
but I have desired to be helpful 
to sick and burdened people and I 
have at times prayed for them.

For the encouragement of 
those who are called to pray for 
the sick, I would like to be helpful 
to them and I will mention anoth- 
er instance, 


I came into my office one morn- 
ing to begin my day’s work, and 
just as I was about to take it up, 
a lady, very much excited, came 
in and said that I was desired to 
go and pray in a home where a 
child was dying. I said to her: 
“Tt is impossible for me to go at 
this time, but I will send a brother 
who can do so,” and I asked the 
Rev. Mr. Hall, at that time the 
assistant pastor of our church, 
a man of faith and of the Holy 
Spirit, to go in my stead. He did 
so, but returned after a time, say- 
ing that the family would be glad 
if'I would come to the house. I 
went, stopping at our home on the 
way and taking Mrs. Blanchard 
with me. 


A gentleman opened the door of 
the house, and as he did so, I said 
to him: “Are you the father of 
this child who is so ill?” He said: 
“Yes.” I said to him: “Well, are 
you a Christian man?” He said 
to me: “Mr. Blanchard, I am a 
traveling man. You know how hard 
it is for a traveling man to be a 
Christian, but I do believe in God 
and I do believe in Jesus Christ 
and I try to be a Christian.”

Hating Sin 


There is only one thing-to do 
with sin—-hate it. Hate it in your 
own life. Hate it in the lives of 
others. The following selected il- 
lustration’ should encourage us: 


“When the Emperor of Con- 
stantinople arrested Chrysostom, 
and thought of trying to make 
him recant, the great preacher 
slowly shook his head. The Em- 
peror said to his attendants, ‘Put 
him in prison.’ ‘No,’ said one of 
them ‘he will be glad to go, for he 
delights in the presence of his God 
in quiet.’ ‘Well, then let us execute 
him,’ said the emperor. ‘He will he 
glad to die,’ said the attendant, ‘for 
he wants to go to Heaven—I heard 
him say so the other day.

What Is Sin? 


What is sin? People don’t know 
What sin is. The Bible definition of 
sin is ‘falling short of what you 
ought to be.’ Imperfection! God 
demands perfection. None of us 
are perfect: God puts a chalk mark 
on the walland~says;""Go over 
there and measure~ up “to that 
mark. The mark Says_.‘perfec- 
tion.’”’ We can’t measure up to that 
standard. Sin is missing the mark. 
Sin is falling short of what we 
ought to be. Sin is failing to keep 


‘the laws of ‘God. Sin~is ’ falling 


short of what God wants you to 
be. 


Every Person Is a Sinner 


Sin: is universal. That is-easy to 
see. In your city you have a police 
force. This force of men is for 
your protection from the thieves, 
the wicked, the enemies of your 
happiness. I know sin prevails in 
your city because every mother 
bears children here in_ great 
physical pain and sorrow. This is 
a part of the curse God put on. 
the woman because of sin. 

I know every man in this world 
is a sinner; every man has to 
work by the sweat of his brow 
for his daily bread: This is part 
of the curse God put on man and 
the earth because of sin.

It has become necessary to name 


sins.

“I'ma good sinner,” or brag, “I’m 
as good as other people.” People 


wits the idea that if they are as]! 


1 them go to Heaven. Friend, you 
are dead wrong. Every tub stands 
on its own bottom. You are going 
to give an account to God for your 
sins. Unless you get forgiveness 
for your sins, you will die in your 
sins and go to a lost eternity. 
Just in case any of you think you 
don’t need to be saved, I am go- 
ing to name sins tonight. 

I will name sins under three 
headings. (1.) Sins committed 
directly against God. (2.) Sins 
committed against or with your 
fellow man. (3.) And, personal 
sins. 


I. Sms"Committed Directly 
Against God 


1. Taking God’s Name in Vain 


God’s Word says, “Thou shalt 
not take the name of the Lord 
thy God in vain.” Many of you 
people use the precious name of 
Jesus in a profane way in every 
other sentence you utter. You use 
His name to damn other men. 
Some of you can’t open your 
mouth without taking Jesus’ name 
in vain. 

Listen to me fellow! Hear me, 
you cursing men! The most prec- 
ious name in Heaven or on earth 
is the name of Jesus. Jesus Christ 
is God: Some day every knee shall 
bow and every tongue shall con- 
fess that Jesus is Lord to the glory 
of God the Father. And to think 
that you: have the brazen, sinful 
audacity to use the sweetest name 
in Heaven or earth in a cursing, 
profane way. That one sin, sir, 
if you don’t get forgiveness for it, 


Hell..Have you ever once’ in your 
life used Jesus’ name to curse an- 
other? If you have, you are a sin- 
ner. : 


2. The Sin: of Insulting the Holy 
Spirit 

Are you guilty of insulting the 
Holy Spirit? We read in the tenth 
chapter of Hebrews, verse 29, “Of 
how much sorer punishment, sup- 
pose ye, shall he be thought worthy, 
who hath trodden under foot the 
Son of God, and hath counted the 
blood of the covenant, wherewith 


and hath done despite unto the 
Spirit of grace?” ‘Done. despite 
unto the Spirit of grace?” Insulted 
the Spirit of grace. Insulting the 
Holy Spirit is one of the greatest 
sins a man can commit against 
God. The Holy Spirit is the third 
person of the Godhead. It is His 
job to convince you that Jesus 
is God, that Jesus is the only 
Saviour from sin: it is the Holy 
Spirit’s ministry to convict you 
of your sins. He works on a man’s 
heart when that man is hearing 
the Gospel preached. 


All of you have heard the Gos- 
pel. You are not unsaved because 
you don’t know how to be saved: 
All of you have had earnest ap- 
peals made in your behalf to get 
right with God. You have known 
the way of salvation from your 
youth. But, what have you been 
doing all these years? I’ll tell you 
what you have been doing. You 
have been insulting the Holy 
Spirit. You know how. to be saved, 


a while. Wait, God, until I get my 
fill of sin. I’ll come to you when 
I get good and ready to come. 
Don’t press me for a decision.” 


Every time you have refused to 
open your heart to Jesus Christ, 
after you have heard the plan of 
salvation presented you have in- 
sulted the Holy Spirit. If you have 
walked away from the evangelistic 
service, turned away from the

To turn God away from your 
heart’s door when He knocks and 
asks admittance is to commit the 
sin of insulting the Holy Spirit.

cept Jesus Christ as your Saviour. 
How long do you think God is go- 
ing to let you get away with 
these direct insults against Him? 
Insulting the Holy Spirit is to 
reject Jesus Christ. This is serious 
business, a serious offence against 
God. 


3. The Greatest Sin: 
Jesus Christ 


The greatest sin a man can 
commit against God is the sin of 
rejecting Jesus Christ. Refusing to 
receive Jesus as your. personal 
Saviour is the greatest of all sins. 
I will show you that God will for- 
give every sin I am going to men- 
tion; but there is one sin, if con- 
tinued in, that God can never for- 
give; that sin is the final rejection 
of Jesus Christ. The final refusal 
to receive Jesus Christ as’ your 
personal Saviour is the unpardon- 
able sin. It is not only the ’sin 
question but also the Son question. 
What will you do with Jesus? If 
you repent of your sins and recéive 
JesuS as your personal Saviour,

What about it? Youdivorced 
people, do you: have Bible grounds 
for divorce?

You 
have broken God’s marriage law. 
You need to be saved. 


8. The Sin of Filthy Talk 


I read in the Bible about “filthy 
communication out of your 
mouth.” We are living in a day 
when young people know more 
dirty jokes than the scoundrel in 
the saloon knew twenty-five or 


‘thirty years ago. We are living in 


a day when it is not uncommon 
to go to a barber shop for a hair 
cut and some dirty-mouthed man, 
with filthy communication coming 
of Of his mouth, will tell a dirty 
joke in a public place of business. 
At the shops where you work, 
you often hear, “Boys, I sure 
heard a good one yesterday.” Let 
me tell you something. You had 
better scrap every dirty, filthy 
joke you know. God Is going to 
judge you for telling your foul 
stories. You ought to be ashamed 
of yourself. If your mother, 
little girl, ever heard you when 
you came to the punch line, you 
would never relate another dirty 
joke. To engage in filthy communi- 
cation is sin. You must get for- 
giveness for it or be lost forever. 


4. Lying Keeps Souls Out of 
Heaven 

Lying is another sin. My Bible 
says in Revelation 21:8, . all 
liars shall have their part in the 
lake which burneth with fire and 
brimstone.” Everybody seems to 
be lying to one another today. 
Lying is sin. How many of. you 
have never told a lie? One lie 
will keep you out of Heaven, if 
you do not get forgiveness God’s 
way. If you have ever told one lie 
you are a sinner and in need of 
salvation. 


5. Stealing 

Stealing is another sin of which 
we are guilty. God says, “Thou 
shalt not steal.” Have you ever 
stolen anything in your lifetime? 
If you have, you are a thief. Have 
you ever stolen an answer from 
another kid’s paper in school? 
Have you cheated on your income 
tax returns? Have you ever stolen 
time on your employer? If you 
have ever stolen one thing, you 
need to get saved, get forgiveness 
for this sin, or you will never be 


allowed to enter Heaven. You 
need to be Saved if you have 
stolen. 


6. Licentiousness a Sin of, Many 


What about the sin of wrong con- 
duct on dates? Young people have 
lowered the bars. How have you 
conducted yourself with the girl 
you have been dating steady? 
Have you been up and above 
board? Are you clean, or have you 
been doing things that only be- 
long to those who are married? 
Listen, God sees you. God knows 
what you are doing. You can fool 
your mother and father, but you 
can't fool God. If you are going 
the limit on your date life. you 
had better confess those sins to 
God, repent, and get right with 
God, or you are going to have a 
severe payday soon. Illicit sexual 
relationship is sin in God’s sight. 
You need to be saved. 


III. Personal Sins 


Now to deal with personal sins. 
There is the sin of self-abuse. Are 
you guilty? 

There is the sin of pride. People 
strut around like a peacock. God 
Says He hates the sin of pride. Is 
pride your sin? 

God talks about an “evil. eye” 
in the Bible. Many a man has an 
evil eye in his head. Watch the 
boys over on the drug store corner 
eye the girls as they go by. Watch 
the eyes of grown men as they sin 
in their minds in the presence of 
women. Many of you sweater girls 
are to blame. You set the men on 
fire with your suggestive dress. 
“Evil eyes” are an abomination 


to the Lord. Is this your personal 


right to change your wife or hus- |

sin? If it is, you need to get 
saved. 

Sin! God talks about evil 
thoughts. An evil thought is not a 
sin, but entertaining that thought 
is a sin. Your thought life! We 
are what we think! Are you sin- 
ning daily by harboring evil 
thoughts? You need forgiveness for 
these. sins: 

Témper, Vile; vicious temper! 
Do you lose your temper with 
your wife, your husband, your 
children? Blow your top? God 
calls it sin. 

Gossip, talking about somebody 
else all the time. Running down 
the church, running down the pas- 
tor, talking about your friends and 
neighbors. Your two-inch tongue is 
doing more damage than a wreck- 
ing crew, and killing more people 
than a gun. God is going to hold 
you accountable for your tongue 
actions. Perhaps your big gossip- 
ing tongue is your sin. 

Where is your little umbrella 
now? Who can stand up now and 
say, “I don’t need to be saved?”’ 
Who can stand up now and Say, 
“IT am not a-sinner’? Who can 
stand up now and say, “I am good 
enough to get to Heaven without 
Jesus Christ’’? 


When we go down the line and 
look at these sins, most of us are 
guilty of everything I have named 
tonight but adultery and murder. 
There are few of the other sins 
we are not guilty of. If we are 
honest, we must all confess our 
sinfulness in God’s sight. 


If we are. ever to be made fit 
to live in. God’s- presence, in 
Heaven, we must get rid of our 
sins. We can’t cover our sins. We 
can't take care of them ourselves 
by any good deeds of our own. We 
need someone to help us. Jesus 
is the only One who can forgive 
our sins. He is the only One who 
can cleanse our sinful souls. I 
want you to feel the burden of 
your> sins. Don’t - take the “so 
what” attitude. You are in a 
dangerous position if you are liv- 
ing in your sins, if you have not 
had them forgiven God’s way. 
Next, I want you to see: 


God’s Attitude Toward 
Your Sins 


God takes a holy attitude to- 
ward your sins. God loves the sin- 
ner but hates his sins. Don’t take 
any comfort out of the fact that 
we all have committed the same 
sins. Don’t take any comfort out 
of the fact you are as good as 
other people you know. You are 
not dealing with the standards of 
men; you are required to meet the 
holy standards of God. God is holy. 
You must meet a holy God. He 
judges you by His standards, not 
the standards of men. 

God’s attitude toward your sins 
is.a conscious attitude. You have 
never put one sin over on God. 
God has the very hairs on your 


head numbered. God is keeping |’ 


the record of your sins. God has 
seen every sin you have commit- 
ted. You will have to give a strict 
accounting for your sins unless you 
receive Jesus Christ as your 
Saviour and get forgiveness. 


God’s attitude toward your sins 
is a just attitude. He is a God of 
justice. He will some day punish 
unsaved sinners for their sins and 
give them what they deserve. Sin 
carries the death penalty. 


God’s attitude toward our sins 
is “an aggressive attitude. The 
Bible says, “It is appointed unto 
men once to die, and after this 
the judgment.” God has appointed 
a day of judgment. God has his 
bloodhounds on your trail. You will 


be called to the Great White} 


Throne if you die in your sins. 
There you will be judged accord- 
ing to your sins and cast alive in- 
to the lake of fire. 


V. Forgiveness for Sin 
Through Jesus Christ 


Thank God, my message is not 
yet over. There is one more glor- 
ious point. There is a God-provided 
way to receive forgiveness for our 
Sins. Here is God’s way of for- 
giveness. To me the greatest verse 
in the Bible is I John 1:7, .“‘The 
blood of Jesus Christ his Son 
cleanseth us from all sin.” Here is 
the way of forgiveness. This is the 
sinner’s escape from the judgment 
of God. The blood, the blood, the 
precious blood of Jesus Christ 
cleanseth us from all sin. The 
Lord Jesus Christ, God’s Son, died 
on the cross. When He died, He 
died in my place. He took the 
punishment for sin that I deserve. 


God, His Father, poured out His 
wrath on His own Son. Now we 
have a Saviour. Jesus is the sin- 
ner’s Saviour. Christ died for sin- 
ners. Christ died for the ungodly. 
Jesus didn’t die for “good people.” 
He died for the ungodly. “This is 
a faithful saying, and worthy of 
all acceptation, that Christ Jesus 
came into the world to save sin- 
ners.” Thank God, that gets me in! 

Ladies and gentlemen, young 
people, if you will come to the 
Lord in prayer the best you know 
how, and ask Him to forgive you 
for your sins, receive Jesus into 
your heart, the Lord Jesus will 
apply the blood He shed on the 
cross to your sin-sick soul, cleanse 
you from all sin, past and future, 
and not only forgive you for all 
your sins, but He will forget your 
sins. Wonderful! Wonderful grace 
of Jesus! God not only forgives sin, 
He forgets sin. 

There it is, friends. We have all 


sinned. Most of us have committed 
everything in the books. But there 
ig forgiveness available for us. God 
has provided the way. If you will 
repent of your sins, turn from 
them, receive Jesus Christ into 
your heart and life as your per-~- 
sonal Saviour, God will forgive all 
your sins, place them as far as 
the east is from the west, and 
remember them against you no’ 
more. 

If you will repent of your sins 
and accept Jesus as your Saviour, 
you will go to Heaven when you 
die. If you hold on to your sins, 
refuse to confess them and forsake 
them, you will die in your sins 
and go to Hell. 

I plead with you to bow your 
head and heart and ask God for 


forgiveness. Receive Jesus as your \ 


Saviour. Do it now. Tomorrow 
may be too late. “The blood of 
Jesus Christ his Son cleanseth us 
from all sin.” 
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
